(ixEFUL observers of political currents 
mst already have realized that there is 
pihering over this Republic a cloud which 
threatens deeper disgrace than that of Bull 
Ru, sheavier disaster than any Fredericks- 
burg or Chicamauga. A defeat may be re- 
teved, acauseless panic dispelled, a lost 


character, or her sphere. She is admirable 
only so far as she contributes to the pleas- 
ure of man; and, in all stations, whatever 
influence she has is due to her fleeting per- 
sonal charms. Alas for the one who has no

Mrs. Brrer never longed to behold 
Cicero in his classical retirement at Tuscu- 
lum more fervently than I had for years 
desired to see Charles Dickens; therefore 
my satisfaction was intense on the joyful 
evening when I went to hear him read Dr.

CORNELL UNIVERSITY. 


NeEak the quiet little village of Ithaca, 
amidst scenery of the most varied and ro- 
mantic beauty, on a plateau three hundred 
feet above the level of Cayuga Lake, are 
now rising a group of noble buildings, which 
are to constitute the local habitation of a 
new and a magnificent university. The 
charter for this university was granted two 
years ago. The trustees since that time have 
been in frequent session. One building is 
already entirely finished, and another nearly 
so. Large progress has been made in the 
selection of the faculty and in the arrange- 
ment of the system of instruction; and 
within a twelve-month students will begin 
to throng the halls of the university for the 
prosecution of their studies. Yet so mod- 
estly, thus far, has the work been done,with 
such an utter absence of all those noisy and 
flaming ostentations with which great 
events in this country are usually heralded, 
that Cornell University has nearly succeeded 
in creeping into existence without the 
American people being generally aware of 
@ fact so full of the promise of benefaction 
to themselves. 

One of the hottest controversies in our 
state legislature, in the spring of 1865, was 
on the question of the disposition to be 
made of a million acres of land granted to 
the State of New York by the General Gov- 
ernment, two years before, for the establish- 
ment of a college devoted to agriculture and 
the mechanic arts. The land was passion- 
ately claimed for the People’s College at 
Havana; while several sectarian colleges 
insisted that slices shoultl be cut ~from the 
great appropriation and be given to them- 
selves.

neglected by a majority of our young men 
of energy and ability. 

“The corresponding practical idea is that 
colleges of wider scope be founded ; that no 
single course be insisted upon for all alike; 
that various combinations of studies be pro- 
vided, to meet various minds and different 
plans—thus presenting a general course to 
meet that general want which existing col- 
leges fail to satisfy.” 

In accordance with these views, there are 
to be two great divisions in the university: 
First, there is to be the division of special 
sciences and arts, under which a student 
may pursue any one of the following sub- 
jects: Agriculture, Mechanic Arts, Civil En- 
gineering, Commerce and Trade, Mining, 
Medicine and Surgery, Law, Jurisprudence, 
Political Science and History, Education. 
Second, there is to be the division of Sci- 
ence, Literature, and the Arts in general. 
Under this division a student may take a 
combination of studies similar to that of the 
ordinary course in our established colleges ; 
or he may substitute German for the Greek 
of the ordinary course; or he may substi- 
tute both German and French for the Greek 
and Latin of the ordinary course; or he 
may devote himself wholly to the natural 
sciences; or, finally, he may adopt what is 
called the Optional Course, wherein he is to 
select thrre subjects of study from all those 
pursued in the university, and pass an ex- 
amination therein. It will thus be noticed 
that Cornell University strikes down at a 
single blow that tyranny of “classical 
studies,” which American colleges inherited 
from the old English universities, and which 
they inherited from an age of monks, 
priests, and bigots—an age scornful of 
science. 

In the arrangement of disciplinary studies 
the university proceeds on principles hith- 
erto wholly disregarded among us, with 
perhaps the single exception of Michigan 
University. One principle is that it is not 
the function of colleges to give discipline 
rather than knowledge. President White 
says that itis their function to give both; 
“and that as a rule the attempt to give 
mental discipline by studies which the 
mind does not desire is as unwise as to at- 
tempt to give physical nourishment by food 
which the body does not desire. Discipline 
comes not by studies which are droned over.” 
Another principle is a denial of the com- 
mon fallacy that keenness and precision of 
mind are the only objects of mental disci- 
pline. “ We believe that there is another 
kind of discipline quite as valuable—disci- 
pline for breadth of mind. For the former 
such studies as mathematics and phifology 
are urged; for the latter, such studies as 
history and literature.” 

In the arrangement for professorships @ 
very unique feature hasbeen adopted. The 
professors are to be of two kinds, resident 
and non-resident. For the former it is pro- 
posed to select chiefly “the most promis- 
ing young men” that can be found, “ who 
have a name to make and who can make 
it,” and who will throw all their ambition, 
vigor, and zeal into “the hard work of 
building up this great benefaction to the 
state and the nation.” For the non-resi- 
dent professors it is intended to invite the 
most eminent men in literature, science, 
and art to visit the university for a few 
days or weeks ata time, and to give lec- 
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Advance: may it never retreat !” 
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tures on the special subjects to which they 
have devoted their lives. 

There are many other peculiarities of 
Cornell University of which we can give but 
the briefest hint. It is intended to abolish 
the stiff, distant, and, on one side, hostile 
relations which generally subsist between 
professors and students: and to cultivate the 
habit of genial, frank, and fraternal inter. 
course between teacher and taught. It is 
intended to furnish, on the farm and in the 
workshop of the university, an opportunity 
for some students to get physical exercise 
and. to partially defray their expenses by 
manual labor. it is intended that, “in ar- 
ranging hours for study, recitations, or lec- 
tures, physical training be regarded as 
equally entitled to: consideration with men- 
tal training, and that deterioration in physi- 
cal culture will be held in the same cate- 
gory with want of progressin mental cul- 
ture ; and that either will subject the delin- 
quent to deprivation of university privi- 
leges.” And with regard to the entire con- 
duct of the institution the president adopts 
as his guiding principle the truth laid down 
by Humboldt and Mill—“ the absolute and es- 
sential importance of human development én 
its richest’ diversity.” Finally,. in the official 
languageof President White, “no one can 
be accepted or rejected as trustee, profes- 
sor, or student because of any theological 
opinions or theories which he may or may 
not hold. Fervor, valor, and strength in 
labors fortruth, goodness, and besuty are 
the qualities to be sought in those who are 
to work here; and, if we secure men of this 
fervor, valor, and strength, wemeay be sure 
that, whatever-their individual theories on 
this or that: dogma, their joint labors will be 
for the gidry of God’ and the elevation of 
man.” 

In his colossal task of reforming our 
Americam university system President 
White has-one immense advantage over the 
presidents-of the olfcolleges= he begins at 
the beginning; he inherits no stupid and 
troublesome traditions ; he isshandcuffed by 
no inveterate usages: of the academic fath- 
ers and grandmothers. In Hyperion we 
are told’ of the watchman’s wife in the 
Tower of Waiblingen, whe grew to such a 
size that she could not get down the narrow 
staircase ;:and, when her husband died, his 
successor Was forced to marry the fat widow 
in thetower. A similar necessity has been 
laid on:the presidents of the old collegee—

from the home consumption of fuel during

A portion of 
thisis always found in leached ashes that 
Lave been exposed to tho action of the air, 
gad adds much to their value. 

“A similar affinity exists between lime 
and nitric acid. Hence the plastering on 
pld wails becomes impregnated with nitrate 
of lime, so that when ground it isa valua- 
ble fertilizer. It is said that in China a 
man Will put a new plastering on an old 
wall, and consider himself paid by having 
the old for manure. We think that the 
tharcoal, lime, and nitrate of potash, added 
wo the 33 per cent. of retained potash, ren- 
der leached ashes worth about half as much 
gs unleached, and that it will always pay to 
purchase them at about half the price of 
uoleached ashes.” 

The Maine Farmer knows a farmer who 
went into the soap-making business some 
yearsago for the purpose of securing the 
ashes, after having been leached, to apply 
tohis land. He owned a large farm, the 
wilbeing chiefly aclayey loam, and any 
one visiting the farm now who was ac- 
quainted with it before its owner began to 
apply the ashes would be astonished at the 

tsthey have accomplished. He ap- 

lied them at the rate of from 150 to 200 
Geshe per acre, to different crops and in 
svery conceivable way.

If the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury would but let the 
people know just what amount of gold he 
intends to put upon the market, and what 
amount of 7-30s he intends to purchase, it

But, as affairs | 
are now managed, we know nothing of! 
Treasury movements, except by rough guess- 
ing, until the first of every month, when the 
National Debt statementis published. What 
we actually know, however, is of the first im- 
portance, and that isthat the transactions of 
the Treasury have been so closely adjusted 
to the necessities of commerce that there 
have been no disturbing changes, and the 


opinion is now pretty generally entertaine 


that the disbursements of the Government 
for the War Department, which necessarily 
distributes large amounts of currency at 
the West, and the payments for 7-30s 
during October will, keep the supply of 
money for business purposes so well ad- 
justed tothe public wants that there will 
be no stringency felt at any of our money 
centers.

© buy certain amount of goods are not 
likely to be-affected by any temporary po- 
litical or financial disturbances; and there- 
fore, the dry goods market has been fairly 
active, anda large business has been done 
ingpite of the “* Washington rumors,” which 
have had so depressing an influence in Wall 
Street during the past week. The preva- 
lence of the yellow fever in New Orleans 
and Texas has deterred purchasers, to a cer- 
tain extent, from the extreme South, who 
would otherwise be heavy buyers in Au- 
gust; but, on the whole, business has been 
Very good, and all seasonable styles of dry 
Z00ds have been in active demand. Prices, 
however, have not gone up, and many im- 
porters complain that, notwithstanding they 
have been selling freely, they have not 
made any money. Last year at this time 
they could only sell at a considerable loss, 
and they are naturally willing to get rid of 
their stocks even though they do not real- 
ize l-rge profits. The auction-rooms have 
been well attended, and the commission 

houses and jobbers have not been idle. The

sald cadgs of tains will be realized bv the 


houses which contrived to float through the 
last dull season. To no class of the com- 
mercial community will the glorious har- 
vests of 1867 bring such needed relief as to 
the importers and jobbers of dry goods. 
And there is no one class of the community 
whose prosperity is so essential to the gen- 


as the dry goods dealers. They are our 
chief support; but their importance is very 
often underrated by certain classes which 
are, in reality, dependent upon them. 

There has been ‘a very active market in 
domestics during the week, without any 
large sales in single'lots. "The business has 
been well distributed,:and in the aggregate 
has probably exceeded that of any pre. 
vious season. Stocks are well kept up, 
and prices remain firm except in 
some descriptions of brown sheetings, 
the sales of which were forced for a pur- 
pose. The better qualities of brown shirt- 
ings for bleaching have been firmly held, 
and in some instances a slight advance has 
been obtained. In bleached goods the trans” 
actions have been more animated than for 
some time past; the lighter and cheaper de- 
scriptions have advanced about half a cent- 
a yard, and our quotations are fully main- 
tained. Canton flannels are in more demand 
than they were, but the market is abundant- 
ly supplied and prices are steady. Drills 
and jeans are moderately active, and ticks 
and stripes are freely supplied at our quota- 
tions. Denims and cottonades are in con- 
siderable demand, but not sufficient to sensi- 
bly ailect prices. In prints the trade con- 
tinues lively, and the best styles have con- 
siderably diminished in first hands; some 
of the finer qualities are sold in advance 
from the mills; the market absorbs them 
readily, but the supply is not likely to fail. 
The Manchester prints, the present season, 
are of a very superior quality, and the pat- 
terns are very beautiful. Ginghams are in 
good demand, and rolled jaconets, silesias» 
and colored cambrics are reasonably ac- 
tive, without being in sufficient request to 
cause any advance of prices. Mushn de 
laines are much sought after, and good 
styles sell readily at firm prices. Marked 
improvement is noticed in the quality and 
patterns of this description of goods the 
present season. In woolens of all kinds 
and in Italian cloths the market has decid- 
edly improved. Shawls are more in de- 
mand, and fancy cassimeres are in good re- 
quest. Flannels and blankets show no 
marked variation. The demand is good, 
but the stocks are still large in first hands, 
and the large importations of last fall still 
affect the prices of domestic woolens unfa- 
- | vorably. 

In foreign goods the transactiens are 
brisk, but sales are on a limited scale. Job- 
bers and country. dealers buy cautiously, as 
though they were fearful of being caught 
with an over-stock on a declining market. 
The finer qualities of goods, adapted to 
the trade of the city and the immediate 
neighborhood, move off very readily ; new 
patterns of silks, stylish dress-goods, mil- 
linery articles, and cloakings of various 
kinds sell readily at remunerative prices. 
The importations are large, and are likely 
to continue so for the next month, particu- 
Rem of fancy goods. The auction-rooms 
have been well supplied, and sales have 
been, in the main, satisfactory. 

The reported failure of Silas S. Drew & 
€o., dry goods dealers, of Boston, with lia- 
bilities of a quarter of a million dollars, 
creates quite a sensation in business circles, 
One New York firm is said to be in for 
$85,000; and Boston firms, it is said, suffer 
to the amount of 100,000. Their assets are 
estimated at about the latter sum. There is 
a good deal of feeling about the matter 
among the victims. 

In view of our heavy importations of for- 
eign hosiery, the duty on which varies from 
851 to 75 per cent., it is rather surprising that 
most of the knitting-mills i in this state have 
been compelled to stop work, on account of 


the large stock of goods on hand, which 
they have been unable to sell at a profit.
